An employer who lacks an em- 
loyee’s account number should 
file an application form (SS-5) 
with the local post office giving 
sufficient information to identify 
he employee beyond reasonable

will be forwarded to the employer 
o complete his records.

Let’s look at its principal pro-% 
visions: 
First it guarantees collective 


bargaining to employes, giving 
workers ful®@ freedom of associa- 
tion, self organization and designa- 
tion of representatives of their own 
choosing “for the purpose of ne- 
gotiating the terms and conditions 
of their employ ment of mutual aid 
gr protection.” Nothing uncertain 
about that. 

The law. prohibits employers 
from interfering with, restraining 
or coercing employes in the exer- 
cise of their rights of self organiza- 
tion and collective bargaining. Em- 
ployers promote and demote and 
hire and fire employes. Certainly it 
is not difficult for an employer to 
understand just what this provision 
means. | 

Next, the law prohibits employ- 
ers from dominating or interfering 
with the formation or administra- | 
tion of any labor organization, or | 
contributing financial or other sup- 
port to it. There isn’t anything 
hidden in this provision. It outlaws 
the so-called “company union,” and 
every employer knows that this is | 
just what it does do. | 

Then, the law prohibits employ- | 
ers from discriminating in regard 
to hire or tenure of employment 
or any term or condition of em- 
ployment to discourage member- 
bership in any labor organization. | 
There isn’t anything dense about 
this provision. 

The law also prohibits employers ! 
from refusing to bargain collective- 
ly with the representatives of their 
employes, and provides simple pro- 
cedure for holding elections under 
the impartial supervision of the 
national labor relations board to 
determine who the representatives | 
are if there is any doubt in the 
matter. 

Moreover, the law specifically de-
